Spruce Grove RCMP are trying 
to retrace the final steps of a 
teacher found slain in her Park¬ 
land County home last October. 

Jolene Cote was last seen on 
a surveillance video, leaving a 
west Edmonton store around 
10:40 p.m. on Oct. 12. 

Cote’s husband found her 
dead in their Parkland County 
home at 6:05 a.m. the next day. 

Investigators want to talk to 
anyone who may have seen 
Cote or her silver Jeep Liberty. 

RCMP Sgt. Tim Taniguchi 
said investigators are probing if 
she was also robbed, as her 
wedding band, engagement 
ring and a diamond necklace 
are missing. 

“It’s a possibility, and we are 
open to anything at this point. 
We are not sure whether she 
had those items with her at the 
time, but her purchases were in 
her vehicle,” he said. 

Rhonda Berg said the family 
hopes a $50,000 reward will 
lead to her sister’s killer.

“We all deserve to know 
whoever committed this crime 
is caught and not be able to 
harm anyone else,” Berg said in 
a statement. 

The family has doubled the 
reward they first offered in 
November.

A poster campaign to 
stop pharmacy theft

Edmonton police hope a 
poster campaign is the pre¬ 
scription to help shelve a 
robbery trend involving 
prescription drugs like 
Oxycontin. 

“When it comes to phar¬ 
macy robberies we are see¬ 
ing an emerging trend,” 
said Sgt. Howard Kunce of 
the Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice’s robbery section. 

Though commercial 
crimes are down, city phar¬ 


macy robberies are on the 
rise, he said. 

The campaign, now in 
its second year, asks people 
not to disguise themselves 
and encourages pharmacy 
owners to have video sur¬ 
veillance. 

“It is frustrating to me as 
an administrator of a pro¬ 
gram to look at a pharmacy 
that’s been hit three times 
and they still don’t have 
video,” said Kunce. “Video 
is an extremely important 
aspect in solving these 
crimes.” 

EPS analyst Jared Hewlco 


said of 2011’s 34 pharmacy 
robberies, 31 involved 
drugs and many also saw 
weapons used. 

That, and the fact there 
is no real profile of who’s 
hitting up pharmacies con¬ 
cerns police. 

“They could be your av¬ 
erage high school student, 
or a university-educated 
person,” said Det. Regan 
Owen. “It doesn’t appear 
the problem is going away.” 

Owen said another part 
of the “Storewatch” cam¬ 
paign is training staff not 
to resist robbers.

Edmonton Emergency Re¬ 
lief Services is asking peo¬ 
ple to step up with 
donations for dozens of res¬ 
idents displaced by a devas¬ 
tating apartment fire last 
week.

Communication is key 
when it comes to cell¬ 
phone towers, which is 
why one city councillor has 
asked for some dialogue. 

Coun. Karen Leibovici 
wants to look at ways of 
updating Edmonton’s poli¬ 
cy for consultation be¬ 
tween phone companies 
and residents, as a report 
was unveiled showing the 
city is behind in govern¬ 
ing the towers when com¬ 
pared to Toronto, Calgary 


and Vancouver. 

“Right now it is not very 
specific in how (compa¬ 
nies) consult citizens and 
communicate, and in look¬ 
ing at what other jurisdic¬ 
tions are doing ... There 
are more requirements in 
other jurisdictions,” Lei¬ 
bovici said Thursday. 

On Wednesday, coun¬ 
cil’s executive committee 
asked city administration 
to look into policy 
changes. 

“We have a role there 
(and) we need a better poli¬ 
cy to exercise that role,” 
Coun. Ben Henderson said 


at the meeting. 

Despite any changes 
that could come into effect 
when brought before 
council in June, decisions 
are up to Industry Canada. 

Leibovici hopes there is 
a way to work more closely 
together, though. 

“I want a report on 
whether the city could 
start to look at locations 
on public property and 
where (towers) could be 
built,” she said. “That 
could potentially give us 
more control. 

“But I don’t know if it’s 
feasible.”

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Deaths ‘not an accident’: Crown 


O Lawyer delivers closing arguments 
in Shafia family trial O Security 
issue spawns delay earlier in the day 


The evidence against three 
people accused of killing 
half their family over hon¬ 
our is “irrefutable,” a 
Crown attorney told the 
jury in the case in closing 
arguments that lasted well 
into the evening after a 
bomb threat delayed pro¬ 
ceedings earlier Thursday. 

Crown attorney Laurie 
Lacelle told the jury hear¬ 
ing the Shafia family mur¬ 
der trial that Mohammad 
Shafia, 58, his wife Tooba 
Yahya, 42, and their son 
Hamed, 21, were each re¬ 
sponsible for planning and 
carrying out four murders, 
executed to get rid of fami¬ 
ly members causing them 
dishonour. 

“Shafia, Tooba and 
Hamed had decided that 
there was a diseased limb 
on their family tree,” she 
said. “Their decision was

“He’s a demanding CEO 
with a monomaniacal fo¬ 
cus on making Facebook 
succeed in its mission,” 
Wong wrote. 

“He’s a perfectly nice 
guy on a personal level; it’s 
just that professionally, he 


is focused on getting it 
done and has a limited tol¬ 
erance for emotional 
fragility in the people he 
needs to help him execute 
on that mission.” 

Great business leaders 
tend to have “a significant 
body count of ex-employ¬ 
ees claiming that they 
were autocratic and 
mean,” Wong pointed out. 

Zuckerberg gives em¬ 
ployees “ever-greater chal¬ 
lenges to surmount,” he 
said, which should be fine 
for an employee who is 
confident and emotionally 
secure. 

If you’re looking for a 
boss to develop you or who 
gives you confirmation or 
even acknowledgement of 
your opinions, Zucker¬ 
berg’s not the guy for you, 
said Wong. 

“He does have a touch 


of Asperger’s,” said Wong, 
referring to the disorder 
that robs people of social 
skills that he said accounts 
for Zuckerberg appearing 


to ignore people when 
they’re talking. 

“I would characterize 
him as tough but fair.”

K aren Sorenson, 29, 
is a public relations 
executive in Los 
Angeles. She’s also 
a Mormon, one of the fast¬ 
growing denomination’s 
14-million members. 

“Where I was grew up 
(in San Diego) there 
weren’t many Mormons,” 
she tells Metro. “Kids in 
school would ask me ques¬ 
tions like, ‘How many 
moms do you have?’ I had 
no idea why they’d ask 
such a thing until I real¬ 
ized that many people be¬ 
lieved Mormons still 
practise polygamy.” 


Now, says Sorenson, 
things are very different: 
“I don’t get questions 
about polygamy anymore. 
When people hear that I 
don’t drink or smoke 
because I’m a Mormon, 
their reaction is usually, 
‘Wow, I could never do 
that.’ My being a Mormon 
isn’t a deal-breaker for 
them. It’s like being a veg¬ 
etarian.” 

Mormons are officially 
known as the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints. Only half of Ameri¬ 
cans consider Mormonism 
a Christian religion, and 



some Evangelicals call it a 
cult. 

“Mitt Romney is a good, 
moral person, but that 
does not make him a 
Christian,” Baptist leader 
Robert Jeffress recently 
said. But according to a 
new survey by Pew, 63 per 
cent of Mormons say that 
acceptance is rising. 

“In the academic envi¬ 
ronment of Boston, 
there’s very little direct 
bias against us,” says 
Patrick Turley, a 26-year- 
old PhD student at Har¬ 
vard. “Sometimes people 
attribute beliefs to me 


that aren’t true, but usual¬ 
ly a short conversation 
clears it up.” 

“Romney has made us 
feel more mainstream,” 
says Derek Morton, a 30- 
year-old realtor in Utah. As 
a teenager, Morton rebelled 
against his faith. “I felt like, 
‘I want to order beer, too,”’ 
he says. “But now I feel that 
giving up things like alco¬ 
hol has given me more 
freedom. I don’t have to 
worry about going to jail 
for drunk driving.” 

Fifteen members of the 
United States Congress 
are Mormons. So are 


many business leaders, in¬ 
cluding Credit Suisse CEO 
Eric Varvel and JetBlue 
founder David Neeleman. 

Behind the success: An 
army of more than 50,000 
young Mormons who 
spend two years preach¬ 
ing their faith around the 
world, under often chal¬ 
lenging circumstances. 
Even outsiders credit the 
Mormon missionary pro¬ 
gram. BusinessWeek calls 
it “God’s MBA.” 

Romney was a mission¬ 
ary in France; Neeleman 
in Brazil. (Turley served in 
France and Sorenson in 


Lithuania.) Today the faith 
is growing especially fast 
in Latin America. 

Whether Romney wins 
or not, says Corwin Smidt, 
a professor of political sci¬ 
ence at Calvin College in 
Michigan, he’ll have done 
for Mormons what John F. 
Kennedy did for Catholics: 
Create greater social and 
political acceptance. 

And Sorenson adds that 
being a Mormon doesn’t 
necessarily mean voting 
for Romney: “I see him as 
just another person run¬ 
ning for president. My 
family are Democrats.”

The new leaders of Libya, 
helped to power by an air 
war waged by Canada and 
its major allies, were de¬ 
nounced as torturers 
Thursday by major inter¬ 
national groups. 

The Canadian leader of 
Amnesty International 
called on the Harper gov¬ 
ernment to use its influ¬ 


ence with Libya’s new 
transitional government to 
end the abuse of prisoners, 
documented by the organi¬ 
zation in a new report. 

Doctors Without Bor¬ 
ders said it was suspending 
work in Libyan prisons be¬ 
cause of rampant torture of 
detainees. The group said it

for further interrogation. 

Amnesty said several de¬

Harper signals change

Ottawa will transform the 
country’s pension system 
to curtail government 
costs, but details won’t 
come until the budget, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said Thursday. 

In a major speech at the 
World Economic Forum, 
Harper also signalled 
looming reforms in immi¬ 
gration as well as research 
and development — all in 
the name of ensuring 
Canada’s economy is on a 
strong footing. 

The idea, he said, is to 
position Canada as a more 
competitive force in the 
global economy and to 
confront the pressures of 
an aging population. 

“In the months to come, 
our government will under¬ 
take major transformations 
to position Canada for 
growth over the next gener¬ 
ation,” Harper said in an ad¬ 
dress to several dozen of 


the 2,600 forum delegates. 

Despite the immediate 
audience, the speech was 
aimed as much at voters 
back home as it was at in¬ 
ternational business and 
political leaders. 

The prime minister also 
reiterated a commitment 
to streamline environmen¬ 


tal approvals for major en¬ 
ergy projects and said he 
would press ahead with de¬ 
veloping ways to export 
energy to Asia. 

He chided wealthy coun¬ 
tries for being too compla¬ 
cent about ringing up debt 
that they cannot afford. 

Harper said his govern¬ 


ment has worked to keep 
financial disorder out of 
Canada and is stepping up 
efforts to set the country on 
the right track for coming 
decades, the Canadian press

Baby boomers and Canadi¬ 
ans who can least afford it 
are the most responsible 
for statistics that show 
consumers are piling on 
too much debt, according 
to an analysis of household 
finances released Thursday 
by the CIBC.

The raw numbers are 
bad enough. The ratio of 
household debt to dispos¬ 


able annual income has 
been rising steadily since 
2007 and recently reached 
a record 153 per cent. 

That puts Canadian 
households on the doorstep 
of the 160 per cent level, 
where Americans were pri¬ 
or to the housing collapse. 

But as the CIBC report 
suggests, households in oth¬ 
er countries, particularly 
Denmark, the Netherlands, 
Norway and Switzerland, 
have reached significantly 
higher thresholds without 
triggering a crisis. 


“It’s not only the 
amount of debt Canadians 
are carrying, but how many 
are getting close to the lim¬ 
it of their borrowing capac¬ 
ity,” said CIBC chief 
economist Aveiy Shenfeld, 
co-author of the paper with 
economist Benjamin Tal. 

The CIBC analysis 
showed one-third of debt 
carriers are already above 
the 160 per cent line and

Profits up, but cuts continue at CP 


Canadian Pacific Railway, 
under fire from a dissident 
investor who wants major 
changes at the company, 
said Thursday it remains fo¬ 
cused on cutting costs. 

“We are making great 
strides in enhancing our ef¬ 
ficiency and we are starting 
to see the payoffs from the 
network enhancements 
and process improvements 
that are underway,” CP 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive Fred Green said. 

“We have improved cus¬ 
tomer confidence and we 


will continue to take costs 
out of the system while 
maintaining and improving 
service levels across our 
network.” 

The Calgaiy-based rail¬ 
way earned $221 million, or 
$1.30 per share for the 
quarter ended Dec. 31, com¬ 
pared with a profit of $186 
million a year ago, or $1.09 
per share. 

Excluding a $37-million 
one-time gain on taxes, CP 
said it earned $184 million 
or $1.08 per diluted share 
for its most recent quarter. 


Canadian Pacific has 
been under fire from

Richard: Chris, the thing 
that separates The Grey 
from other man-versus- 
nature movies is the charac¬ 
ters. At first glance they are 
the usual assortment of 
rough and ready characters: 
the edgy chatterbox, the ex 
con. But soon nuances ap¬ 
pear. They shed tears and 
even recite poetiy when 
not fighting off steely-eyed 
wolves. Most action movies 
are only concerned about 
setting up the action and 
the payoff. The Grey isn’t. It 
wants you to get to know 
the men so when some¬ 
thing awful happens to 
them, you care. 

Chris: That’s what I found 
so disarming about the pic¬ 
ture, that lyricism. The 


trailer certainly leads you to 
believe that it’s all about 
Neeson suiting up with 
busted bottle fingertips, 
growling and boxing toothy 
timber-wolves. And while 
we DO get that, its strength 
is that tapestiy of charac¬ 
ters and how instead of be¬ 
coming more savage as 
their situation becomes 
more desperate, they be¬ 
come more human. This is 
as much Hemingway as it is 
horror show. Spealcing of 
horror ... what did you 
think about those wolves? 
Did you buy it? 

RC: For me the wolves were 
the least interesting part of 
the movie. They make for 
cunning foes, but Neeson’s 
Wolf Whisperer character 


defanged some of the hor¬ 
ror because he understood 
and was able to explain 
their behaviour. A dose of 
unpredictability might 
have been scarier for me. 
Having said that, I still 
wouldn’t want to meet up 
with any of the movie’s 
wolves, no matter how 
much CGI was involved. 

CA: Ahhhh...I loved them. 
Of course, they are not 
based in reality by any 
stretch. But that’s OK, nei¬ 
ther was Bruce the Shark in 
Jaws. The wolves are death 
itself, stalking the men, toy¬ 
ing with them, picking 
them off randomly and 
without warning in novel 
and gruesome ways. On 
that tip, The Grey is kind of 


the spiritual sister to the Fi¬ 
nal Destination films. OK, 
that may be a stretch, but 
the wolves and their almost 
supernatural presence real¬ 
ly do push the film into an 
almost surreal area that I 
liked. And I’d be willing to 
bet some viewers won’t like 
them for that very reason... 

RC: The wolves, I guess, are 
the film’s hook, but for me 
it’s all about the characters. 
Come for the wolves! Stay 
for the characters! 

CA: Well, whether it be 
wolves, sensitive manly 
men or a glimpse into the 
snowy hell that we’ve mer¬ 
cifully been spared this 
year, The Grey is spectacu¬ 
lar entertainment.

Maybe this won’t come as a 
surprise to many, but Drew 
Barrymore found it pretty 
easy to get into the mind of 
the Greenpeace crusader 
she plays in Big Miracle. “I 
spent a lot of time — a lot 
of time — with Cindy Low- 
eiy, the woman I play in the 
film,” Barrymore says of her 
preparation for the part. 
(The character on screen 
goes by the name Rachel 
Kramer, though.) “And she’s 
just rad and a total badass 
and super-cool and fun, and 
we really actually connect¬ 
ed, which is the way you 
hope it will be, but maybe it 
will and maybe it won’t. 
But we were like two peas 
in a pod. It was great.” 

Big Miracle tells a true 
tale about all types of peo¬ 


ple — feuding news an¬ 
chors, Inuit natives, oil ty¬ 
coons, even the Russian 
navy — coming together to 
help three gray whales 
trapped under the arctic ice 
off northern Alaska, cutting 
off their migration and 
threatening their lives. It 
wasn’t just the natural dra¬ 
ma of the stoiy but also the 
amazing camaraderie in¬ 
volved in the rescue that at¬ 
tracted Bariymore to the 
project. “I just think seeing 
this stoiy and living in it, 
you just appreciate that 
everybody put their agen¬ 
das aside for a second to 
work on the same thing, 
and it’s sort of peeling away 
the layers,” she says. “I 
liked when I got to say to 
[Ted Danson’s oil executive] 
character in the film, 
‘You’re not as hard to hate 
as I thought.’ I just liked 
that moment and thought 
what it would be like if you 


actually were stuck and got 
to know the people that 
you thought you were so 
different from.” 

While the Greenpeace 
crusader Bariymore plays 
in the film starts off shout¬ 
ing through a megaphone 
at a city council meeting, 
she doesn’t want Big Mira¬ 
cle to have that level of 
preachiness. The goal, she 
says, was “making it per¬ 
sonal rather than, like, 
soapbox-y — which I hope 
this film achieves or is 
good at. It’s amazing how 
it touches on so many 
things that could be differ¬ 
ent today if they were dif¬ 
ferent back then, but it 
doesn’t do it in like a 
preachy, in-your-face kind 
of way. So I think the more 
you do speak from the 
heart rather than thump¬ 
ing the agenda... I just 
think that that’s where 
people listen.”

Not getting

speare’s Coriolanus. Metro 
caught up with the actor re¬ 
cently to discuss the up¬ 
coming drama. 

What was your approach in 
your debut behind the cam¬ 
era? 

First of all, I was just moti¬ 
vated by an obsession with 
this stoiy and the role. Why 
someone decides this is 
what they want to do I 
don’t know — I’ve not ana¬ 
lyzed it too closely but I just 
wanted it to be an accessi¬ 
ble modern Shakespeare. 


Why did you think Coriolanus 
would make good modern 
adaptation? 

I think there are so many 
things in it. (It) exposes a 


political and social dysfunc¬ 
tion and I believe we’re liv¬ 
ing in a time where 
everything is up for ques¬ 
tioning and the systems we 
thought worked are not 


working. 

And Coriolanus starts 
with the people protesting. 
Everything’s crumbling. 

You’ve worked with some 
great directors. Were there 
tricks from other filmmakers 
you borrowed from? 

The best experiences I’ve 
had have been collabora¬ 
tive ones where I feel I’ve 
been included and that’s a 
great feeling. Someone like 
Anthony Minghella (The 
English Patient) would do 
that and Neil Jordan (The 


End of the Affair) to some 
extent. But I was eager to 
bring everyone’s ideas to 
the table which is what I 
learned from someone par¬ 
ticularly like Anthony 
Minghella. 

Any other Shakespeare plays 
you’d like to tackle on the 
big-screen? 

Oh yes, loads. I’m afraid I’m 
slightly a Shakespeare 
junkie. 

There are a clutch of 
Shakespeare roles that I 
would love to tackle.

It used to be that the 
length of a song was 
limited by the 
maximum capacity of 
the recording media. 

With 78s, you couldn’t 
have a track much more 
than four minutes. 

To get six on a 45 was 


pushing it. An LP? Proba¬ 
bly maxed out at around 
24 minutes. Cassettes 
could be pushed to 60 
minutes. A CD starts to 
get cranky after 75 min¬ 
utes. 

But in the world of elec¬ 
tronic media, there’s no 
limit to how long a 
recording can be. Natural¬ 
ly, some people are inter¬ 
ested in exploring the 
limits of this. 

Chris Butler, the com¬ 
poser who wrote Christ¬ 
mas Wrapping for the 
Waitresses, had his 68 
minute, 500-verse song 
The Devil Glitch nominat¬ 
ed for a Grammy in 1998. 


He’s since expanded it to 
two hours and 53 minutes 
and renamed it The Major 
Glitch. 

Not content with re¬ 
leasing a six hour song 
called I Found This Star on 
the Ground, The Flaming 
Lips issued the 24-hour- 
long 7 Skies H3 on a USB 
key set inside a real hu¬ 
man skull. They sold all 
13 copies for $5,000 each. 

But then we come to 
Daniel Starr-Tambor, who 
has written a piece called 
Mandala. 

It’s complicated, but it 
involves in assigning each 
planet in the solar system 
a music note and harness¬ 


ing the rhythmic ele¬ 
ments of our corner of the 
universe. From there, it 
gets complicated. 

But the numbers are 
mind-boggling. Using 
these parameters and the 
62 vigintillion individual 
notes (that’s 62 followed 
by 63 zeroes) available, 
Mandala will last 
532,250,000,000,000,000, 
000,000,000 years. And 
once it’s over, it’s time for 
the extended dance mix, 
of course.

O Former Friday Night Lights star takes to the world of 
sci-fi O B.C.-born actor appears in two big films this year 



The Friday Night Lights are 
far beyond Taylor Kitsch 
now. These days, if he sees 
something bright on the 
horizon, chances are it is 
extraterrestrial. 

“That’s how I pick my 
roles,” the 30-year-old 
British Columbia-born ac¬ 
tor explained. “‘Wait, is 
there aliens in it? Oh well, 
why am I doing it, why 
would you call me if there 
are no aliens in it?’ That’s 
basically how it goes.” 

He’s joking, but it’s true. 
Kitsch has leading roles in 
two big movies this year — 
Battleship and John Carter 
— that will see him leave 
the small town Texas foot¬ 
ball scene of the critically 
acclaimed FNL TV series for 
the big screen world of sci- 
fi. 

First up is Disney’s inter¬ 
pretation of Edgar Rice Bur¬ 
roughs’ novel, released in 
March. John Carter sees 
Kitsch play a former mili- 
taiy captain who is trans¬ 
ported to Mars, a planet 
being tom apart by war. 

It’s directed by Andrew 
Stanton — of Finding Nemo 
and WALL-E fame — who is 
helming his first live-action 
movie. 

Carter gets caught up in 
the conflicts and jumps in¬ 
to battle with a sword, loin 
cloth and plenty of muscle. 
Kitsch said Stanton insisted 
on a grueling regimen to 
get him mentally and physi¬ 
cally prepared. 

“It’s the most boring diet 
you could think of, really. It 
was four months before 
and seven months during, 
so an 11-month regimen 
with that. Good times,” he 
told The Associated Press in 
an interview. 

“Training at 4:30 in the 
morning before you go to 
work, and then training for 
the four months before as 
well. And then during the 
day, you’re training as well 
before takes.” 

But he said it was por¬ 
traying Carter’s feelings

that really drained him. 

“I’d say the emotion is 
probably the toughest 
thing. It’s quite heavy some 
of the stuff he goes 
through,” he said. 

After that, it’s Peter 
Berg’s Battleship, which al¬ 
so stars Liam Neeson, 
Alexander Slcarsgard and 
features Rihanna in her 
movie debut. Loosely based 
on the classic naval combat 
game from Hasbro, it sees 
five ships take on another 
five ships from a different 


planet. 

The Canadian actor says 
he really enjoyed collabo¬ 
rating with his old FNL ex¬ 
ecutive producer Berg on 
his Battleship role of naval 
officer Lt. Alex Hopper. 
There are still aliens but 
this time instead of a dusty 
planet there’s a lot of 
ocean. Kitsch says he found 
his sea legs pretty quickly, 
which was good because 
the crew spent several 
weeks shooting on the wa¬ 
ter and some scenes had 
him blown straight into the 
ocean. 

“So many variables come 
into play, obviously time 
consuming, you’re always 
fighting the light apparent¬ 
ly when you’re shooting 
outside,” he noted. 

Still, Kitsch was veiy 
happy with the result.
